CLEVELAND, Oct. 4.—Three year- 
old Mary Kempt died In a hospital 
here early today, the victim of poison 
which tho child’s mother, Mrs. Anna 
Kempt. 30, gave her in ice cream last 
night. 
The m other also poisoned two 
other children and herself and all 
were in a hospital today. 
The other two children are 
Julia, 
7, and M argaret, 6. 
Povertystricken 
and 
despondent, 
the m other decided to kill her three 
children and herself she revealed at 
the hospital today. 
She and her second husband, Jacob 
Kern pf. were separated three months 
ago, she said. 
The child who died 
this morning was his, while the first 
husband was the father of the other 
two. 
The distraught woman told police 
how she bought ice cream and poison 
for mice at a drug store, returned 
home, mixed the ice cream w ith the 
poison and served it to her children, 
eating a portion herself. 
They were living a t the hom e of 
her mother, Mrs. Julia Baber, 60. who 
also ate some of the Ice cream and 
who is also In the hospital, slightly 
ill. 
Mrs. Kempf declares, however, 
th at she served untainted cream to 
lier mother. 
After poisoning the children, the 
m other left the house, un.\de to watch 
the effect of her act. A neighbor took 
the three children to the hospital 
and Mrs. Kempf

WASHINGTON, Oct.. 4.—Tho farm 
relief problem, which has become a 
major issue of the presidential cam­ 
paign. is common lo all tho rest of the 
world, Herbert Hoover was informed 
today by Prof Otto Hoetzsch, noted 
economist and member of the German 
reb hstag.

The German

the same conditions as those of the

namely, that they were 
forced to pay higher prices for manu­ 
factured articles than they received 
for the products of their farms.

Article 63 says

There Is nothing in 
the constitution which forbids a man 
to hold oft ice because of hts religious 
beliefs.
